with an atmosphere Poniainir.g the threo 
requisite coexisting conditions." 'i'lie^e 
t hree conditi <iis, he sayo, arc a con? i n u- 
o-js high temperature, excess of atttio*- 
pht-ric moisture and the products of veg- 
etable or animal docmnposit ion in tbe 
atmosphere.

l> Porter pitted up the river in Aagaal 
iaai, and that that poisoned steamer in 
tected ih-i town.
